The rule applies the waiver to any resolution reported
on the legislative day of December 10, 2009, providing for further consideration or disposition
of the bill (H.R. 4173) to provide for financial regulatory reform, to protect consumers and
investors, to enhance Federal understanding of insurance issues, to regulate the over-the-
counter derivatives markets, and for other purposes.
